Columbus, New

March 9.—Shrieking battle 
yells, the Mexicans in over- 
whelming numbers, 
rushed 


savagely into the town north 
of the railroad tracks. A 
courier was sent to Major 
Lindsley Alfred 
Gibbons' 


ranch, 15 miles east, 'to bring 
up the troops posted there. 
The tot volley of rifles awoke 
all the .townspeople. 
Villa 


is said to have been seen by 
several Americans directing 
his men. He cut the telegraph 


wires east to El Paso to pre- 
vent any call for American 
troops stationed there. The 
telephones went out of com- 
mission also. While part of 
his forces fought the hastily 
rallied 
American 
troops, 


Villa is said to have detailed 
snipers and soldiers to fire 
houses. Rouses throughout 
the town were riddled with 
bullets. 


A. L. Biggs, custom officer, 


his wife and two children, in 
the living quarters of the cus- 


toms house, barricaded them- 
selves behind mattresses on 
the floor. L. Jager and hu 
wife and two children on the

A woman dragging a 
little girl by the hand, was 
wounded and stumbled over 
the druggist's body. Snipers 
posted in front of frame 
buildings which has been set 
on fire shot at the American 
inmates as they sought refuge 
from the flames fast destroy- 
ing several buildings. These 
Mexican snipers moved delib- 
erately in the dark.

lighting of lamps by house- 
holders 
and 
hotel guests 


startled out of sound sleep 


by the rifle fusilade prompt- 
ly brought a shower of bul- 
•lets. Every house in town 
and nearly every window ap- 
peared to have been hit from 
once to a dozen times. Civil- 
ians armed themselves and 
from vantage points 
within 


their homes answered the 
shots of the Mexicans. Some 
of the bandits sought to en- 
tice Americans out into the 
streets by speaking English. 
J. S. Dean was caught in this 
way. A Mexican, who spoke 


excellent English, called 
to 


him. 
Dean emerged from a 


doorway and his reply in 
English betrayed him to be 
an American and brought his 
death. At the same time an-

American 
shouted, 


"Who are you?" 


'Viva Villa," came the re- 


ply. 
"I don't know who he is," 
the 
American 
answered, 


"But I've some of him left 
here scattered in the street." 
The American pointed to the

The quick flash of a few pistol 
shots were visible and dis- 
closed forms lying in the 
street.

TROOPS REPULSE 
BLOODY ATTACK ON 


ERICANTOWN 


(BULLETIN) 


Washington, March 9.—Secretary Lansing announced late -to- 


day that the United States was considering asking General Car- 
ranza for permission to send an American troops into Mexico to 
capture the Villa bandits who raided Columbus, New Mexico. He 


said that if permission were asked it would be for this occasion 


only and that the troops would be withdrawn when they had ac- 


complished their purpose. 


Columbus, March 9—Five hundred Mexican 


bandits, believed to have been led b y Francisco 
Villa, crossed the international border under cover 


of darkness early today and attacked this town, 
killing a dozen or more American men and women, 
including at least seven United States soldiers. 


When the bandits fled toward Mexico some 


burs later they were pursued by United States 
troops who are said to have crossed the border. 


Major Lindsley, stationed at Gibson ranch, sent 


three troops of cavalry across the border to rein- 
force P/lajor Tompkins who went in pursuit of the 
raiders. 


A large number of Mexican dead were left lying 


in the streets of Columbus, and at the border the 
Mexicans were subjected to a flank attack by Amer-

Several American citizens in Columbus declared they per- 


wnallT taw Villa directing his men and a portmanteau discovered 
by a trooper contained Villa's personal papers. 


The attack was a surprise. Villa was supposed to have been 


forty miles away, having last night caused a telegram to be sent 
indicating his presence at a Nogales ranch. 


The number of slain American soldiers was placed at 
six. 


Mine citiseni of Columbus are known to have been killed. Three 
other men and a woman are listed among the known wounded. 


Prior to the attack the Villa bandits hanged three Americans 


-whom they had held as prisoners for some days, according to infor- 
mation received here. Their bodies were burned, the report said. 


The Villa men were said to have been joined by Carranza sol- 


diers after they crossed the border. A deep ditch parallels the 
United States army camp, the customs' house and the railroad sta- 
tion. Through this gully the bandits were able to make a con- 
cealed approach. 


After posting snipers at advantageous points the bandits set 


are to buildings, including the depot and hotels. As people rushed 
from their homes they were shot down by the snipers. 


Civilians armed themselves and together with United States 


soldiers, fought a battle of several hours with the bandits. Colonel 
Sloeum's revolver was shot from his hand as he left his quarters. 
Some of the bandita by speaking English lured house folk to the 
streets and then shot them. 


From burning hotels and other structures persons who sought 


to escape were killed or wounded.

When dawn came the retreat of the Villa men was under way. 


Villa himself apparently had left earlier when the snipers were 
driven off.

number of Mexican wounded were removed to the post hospital.

Columbus, New Mexico, March 9—Five hundred Villa bandits attacked 


this point at 4:30 this morning, killed a number of civilians, men and women, 
and had possession of the town for an hour and a half. Driven off by three 
troops of, the 13th cavalry, they retreated at six o'clock,, leaving part of the 
town in flames. A large number of Mexicans were killed. Their bodies dotted 
streets where they had been posted, picking off Americans as they emerged 
pell-mell out of dwellings and hotels. There appeared 
1 to be no wounded. Sev- 


eral guests were burned to death in the Central Hotel, which was one of the 
first buildings burned by Villa's men. Mexican bandits standing outside the 
flaming building shot down A. I. Ritchie, proprietor of the hotel and W. R. 
Walker, a guest, as they attempted to dash out of the door. Both were 
v dead 


when picked up later. C. C. Miller, owner of a drug store, was shot down as he 
tried to enter the door of the Hoover Hotel, an adobe structure whose ,mud 
walls protected a score of cowering women and children who remained in the 
rooms while a .howling mob of bandits .surged through the surrounding 
streets. Although they first attacked the camp of the thirteenth cavalry, it 
suf-ared little, although a number of American soldiers were killed and wound- 
ed and a number of cavalry horses ridden off by the Mexicans as they fled back 
toward Mexico, after daylight.

Ironton, 0., March 9.—Follow- 


ing their preliminary hearing be- 
fore Judge L. E. Nichols, in the 
Grcennp county common pleas 
court "Wednesday the judge bound 
Miss Esther Simpson and her bro- 
ther, Sam, over to thc grand jury 
on a charge of manslaughter, 
growing out of the death of Clif- 
ford Grooms, at Russell. .They 
were released under bond of $2,- 
000 each, furnished -by relatives. 


iProsecittor C. E. Nichols look- 


ed after the interests of the state 
and outlined its ease, stating that 
it expected to prove that both de- 
fendants had B hand in the death 
of'Clifford Grooms, C. &, 0. "con- 
ductor, and brother-in-law of the 
defendants, who was killed when 
he .invaded the_ home of.his fnther- 
in-law, 'Sam Simpson, whither hiy 
wife, whom he had driven from 
home had 
taken 
refuge. 
It is 


claimed that he brandished a 
knife and a gun and threatened 
to kill all the 
members 
of the 


Simpson family. His 
father-in- 


law, Sam Simpson, Sr., 
and the 


Jatter's son, Sam Jr., engaged in 
struggle with Grooms whom it is 
alleged, was in a fren/.iedly intos: 
icatcd state. Grooms was a large 
and powerful man and was over- 
powering the two Simpsons when 
Miss Esther Simpson ran up stairs 
to her brother's room,' secured a 
revolver, and, it is said, mounted

she, her friends and council main- 
tain were fatal. However, the state in the affair.' 


contends that one of the:shots was 
fired by Sum Simpson, Jr., and 
that it contributed to the death of 
Grooms.
